Bureau of Mine*, shown that: 


The actual number of men killed is, 


the loweit in the last eight years. 


The death rate of each 1,000 men 


employed if* the lowest in the last 
sixteen years. 


The number of tons of coal pro- 


duced for each miner kiiieti is tne 
largest in the hrstory of coal mining 
in the United States. 


Statistics gathered by the bureau 


i.how that ittore than. 'three-quarters 
of a millioev men were- employed in 
coal mining last year, and that of 
number 2,264 were killed, which Is 
190 least than in 1914 ana 521 less 
tlian in 1913. The deatri rate for 
each 1,000 men employee was 2.93, 
against 3.22 in the previous year and 
a.7« the year before that. This 
means that as a result of the general 
Hafety campaign that has been pro- 
ceeding for several years, there was 
one additional man saved in every 
four thousand employed as compared 
with the previous year; and three 
more saved in every four thousand 
employed as compared with the year 
1913. There were 228,799 tons of 
coal produced for every life lost as 
compared with 208,078 tons in the 
previous year. 


"This ia the most gratifying report 


the Bureau of Mines has been to 
make since it was established," said 
Secretary Lane. "It indicates very

The deatri rate for 
each 1,000 men employee was 2.93, 
against 3.22 in the previous year and 
a.7« the year before that. This 
means that as a result of the general
